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PREFACE. 


This catalogue of Buddhist sculptures has been prepared 
for the information of the visitors to the Patna Museum. 
To arouse their interest in Buddhist Art and to acquaint 
them with the rich archaeological material of the Buddhist 
period available in the Patna Museum, three hundred and 
fifteen selected specimens have been described in this 
catalogue. I have supplied such information as will render 
the sculptures in the museum more intelligible and 
consequently more interesting. 

The collections of the Buddhist sculptures of the Patna 
Museum comprise mostly works of local production with 
Patna (Pataliputra) itself as the centre from Mauryan days 
and works from the whole State of Bihar which made 
considerable contribution to Indian Art, especially after 
the Gupta period, i.e., in the Pala and Sena period. 

The catalogue contains forty-one Indo-Hcllenistic-Iranian 
or “Graeco-Buddhist” stone sculptures from Gandhara. 
To be very precise nineteen sculptures are from Sahri- 
Bahlol, five from Takht-i-Bahi, two from Jamalgarhi, 
fourteen from Swat Valley and the provenance of one is 
unknown. 

There are also nineteen selected heads in stucco which 
find place in this catalogue. Nine stucco specimens are 
from Taxila, eight from Sahri-Bahlol and two from 
Afghanistan. From these Gandhara stone and stucco 
specimens we may find that Greek, Indian and Iranian 
tradition met and combined so as to visualise the tenets 
and figures of the Buddhists. 

In the section of Gupta Art there are eight stone 
sculptures, two of which have been acquired from Mathura, 
three from Bodh-Gaya, three from Kumrahar, Patna arid 
one each from Sarnath and District Shahabad. 

The copious works of the school that flourished under 
Pala and Sena rule in Bihar and Bengal are shown in 
one of its earliest dated works (6014) and in sculptures 
from Gaya, especially the group of three images (1680—82) 
which show the highest competence of the craftsmen at 




that phase. The inclined posture of Avalokiteshvara 
(1080) and Maitreya (1082) is followed by a back slab 
which sums up and enhances the main outline and move¬ 
ment of each figure terminating with a betel-leaf shape 
and plain halo. The other figure of the group—image of 
Buddha (1081), fully carved in the round, may have been 
shielded at the back by a separate slab, similar to the 
contemporary metal images with which it. has much in 
common. The museum possesses sixty-four selected 
Buddhist examples of Pala and Sena Art'. Five of the 
sculptures have been acquired from Bodh-Gaya, eleven 
from Gaya, three from Patna, two each from Nalanda and 
Monghyr, five from Bhagalpur, one each from Banaras and 
Saran, twenty-eight from all parts of Bihar excluding six, 
the provenance of which are unknown. 

Next to the section of the Pala and Sena sculptures the 
twelve selected images described in this catalogue are 
from Orissa and belong to a well defined school in which 
the types from the district of Cuttack with their large 
slabs of Mahayana Buddhist divinities distinguish them¬ 
selves from the contemporary works of other parts of that 
State. As for instance, the image of Khadiravani Tara 
(3745) is a work of consolidated achievement. 

In the section of metal images of the Buddhist divinit ies 
the museum has one hundred and forty-four selected 
examples from Kurkihar, thirteen from Nalanda and 
fourteen from Negapatam, Madras. Not only to the 
history of Indian Art but also to the history of Buddhism 
the Kurkihar images are particularly important. 

Kurkihar is a village about three miles from Wazirgunj 
and 17 miles from Gaya on the Eastern Railway. The 
village is of large size and must have been a place of 
considerable importance in former times. 

The main mass of ruin in the village is about 000 
square feet and lies next to the south of the village. The 
other mound lies to the south-west and the third which 
is about 120 square feet lies to the north of the village. 
The third mound is called Sugatgarh, or the ‘Place of 
Sugata’, one of the popularly known titles of the Buddha. 
We find from the Cunningham Report (1871) that the 
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late Major Kittoo found there a large number of sculptures. 
General Cunningham in his Kurkihar tour procured several 
inscriptions which date back to the eighth century or 
tenth century A.D. 

Kurkihar was first identified in 1801 by General 
Cunningham' with the site of the ancient Kukkuta-pada- 
giri or Cock’s Foot Mountain. 

In 1930 a Zamindar of Kurkihar was excavating bricks 
for putting up a new structure when the spade accidentally 
struck some bronze images and other antiquities which had 
been carefully buried in a corner of a room some 15 feet 
below the top of one of the above three mounds. Some 
pieces were found packed in earthen jars and larger ones 
were piled on the ground. The pieces unearthed there and 
now on show in the Bronze Room at the Patna Museum 
number 233 including bronze pedestals of images, conches, 
miniature crystal stupas, bells, etc. The actual images are 
155 in number. Three of the pieces which may be taken 
as pre-Pala, the collection as a whole is of the Pala period 
(9th—11th centuries A.D.). 

About eighty pieces in the Kurkihar collection bear 
inscriptions engraved on the back of the halos or on the 
pedestals of images. The inscriptions are in most cases 
nothing but the Buddhist creed, .Ye dharma, etc. 

We find from the inscriptions that the donors of many 
images belonged to Kanchi or Kanjeevcram in South India. 
We cannot say how these South Indian monks came into 
the heart of Magadha ; but it is most certain that the 
artists who cast our images were not influenced by any 
South Indian traditions. Unfortunately our inscribed 
pieces do not bear the names of artists who cast the 
Kurkihar images but since we know that one of our 
images bears the date 9th year of Devapala we may 
conjecture that it was cast by some eminent artists. In 
King Devapala’s reign there did flourish artists, for the 
name of two artists have come down to us, Dhiman and 
his son Bit.pala. The great historian Taranath tells us : 
“In the time of King Devapala there lived in Varendra 
(Northern Bengal) an exceedingly skilful artist named 
Dhiman, whose son was Bitpala”.

Among the inscribed images nine bear dates in the 
regnal years of the Pala Kings and in the following 
manner :— 

One inscription of the 9th year of Dcvapala (9791) ; 
one in the 28th year (no. 9729) and three of the 31st 
year of Rajyapala (nos. 9738, 9741 and 9772) ; one in the 
31st year of Mahipala (no. 9690) and one in the 3rd year 
(no. 9595) and two in the 19th year of Vigrahapala 
(nos. 9594 and 9588).

1. Buddha, seated with dharmachakramiidra and flanked 

by two standing Bodhisattvas, one of them is Vajra- 
pani with thunderbolt and the other on the right 
with ushnisha. Two small figures are holding chhattra 
above the main figure, with pendent garlands. Upper 
part of the slab is rounded ; figures of worshippers 
are in pedestal between the lotuses. Height : l'lO". 
Sahri-Bahlol (5862). 

2. Buddha, seated in Vajrnparyanka. Foot-stool is shown 
’ below. His right hand is raised in abhayamudra 

and the left on lap holds the end of garment. He 
is flanked by one devotee on the left and three on 
the right. The left and right parts of panel are 
broken, upper part is damaged. Height : lOf".

3. Bodhisattva, seated in dhyanamudra and flanked by 

four worshippers with anjalimudra ; tree above 
Bodhisattva. Corinthian pilasters are on edges and 
architectonic frieze above. Lower part, is broken.

4. Bodhisattva-Padmapani whose hands are in dhyana¬ 

mudra. A large lotus flower is pendent from a 
stalk from his hands and rests with its filaments on 
the seat.

5. Standing Bodhisattva whose arms are broken. Battered.

is a hole for urna. Chin, ears, upper lip are chipped.

to chest. Four standing figures are on pedestal with 
drapery.

18. Fragment of a large slab, with narrative panels in 

centre, of which the one in the middle shows the 
Buddha under Bodhi-tree, to his right is a turbaned 
male figure with some other figure looking back at 
the Buddha and holding his arm round the back of 
a female figure. The rest of the scene is broken off.

19. Farewell of Chandasa and Kanthaka. Right half of 

the scene is with seated Buddha in the centre. His 
right hand is raised in abhaya, to his left is male 
figure with a lotus in hand and a horse behind him. 
Back view' of the upper part of the male figure is 
shown as throwing something. Buff black schist 
stone with traces of red colour. Size : 4A"x7J".

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20. Buddha and Angulimala. Fragment, of a panel with 

the Buddha turned towards the athletic figure of 
Angulimala who is on the verge of assailing him. In 
the opposite direction is a figure with a scabbard. A 
tree is between the Buddha and Angulimala. Black 
schist weathered stone. Height : 122''. Takht-i-Bahi

21. The First Sermon. A rectangular slab framed by 

Corinthian pilasters and acanthoid foliage. Buddha 
is in vajraparyanka on a high pedestal in the centre, 
in front of which is the wheel flanked by two deer. 
Buddha’s right hand is raised in abhtiyamudra , the 
left on his lap holds a round object, flanked by four 
seated monks in lower row ; and in the upper row 
is Devadatta with club to his left and a monk to 
his right (the live first disciples) and two Bodhisattvas 
on the side. Branches of Bod hi-tree are on either 
side of the Buddha, left hand of Bodhisattva is 
damaged.

22. Bodhisattva who has a long and thin face with 

moustache. His arms and legs are broken. Height :

23. Standing image of Buddha whose robe covers both of 

his shoulders. His hair is in waves on ushnisha. 
Arms and legs are broken, body damaged and halo 
missing. Face is in perfect preservation. Height :

24. Seated image of the Buddha whose hands are in 

dhyanamvdra. Height : 1'8". Swat Valley (1339). 

25. Bust of the Buddha whose hands are in dhnrmachakra - 

mudra. He has wavy hair. Folds of garment are 
incised as on Kanishka casket. Nose is chipped. 
Hand and face arc slightly battered. Height : 10". 
Swat Valley (1330). 

26. Fragment ; Buddha with dhyanamudra seated in 

centre. Garment is carried by the youthful Yaksha 
on right, the Yaksha is turned with anjnlimudra 
towards the Buddha. Left side is obliterated. 
Damaged. Length : 81". Swat Valley (1350). 
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27. Slab with bust of Buddha, battered. Height: 9". 

Swat Valley (1340). 

28. Bunt of Buddha, with curly hair and longish face, 

robe covers his left shoulder. Halo is broken.

29. Bodhisattva, standing with left arm akimbo ; on a 

pedestal Bodhisattva is seated with four devotees and 
a monk. Face has whiskers ; arms and part of face 
are broken.

pedestal Mai trey a Bodhisattva is seated, his left hand 
holds flask, right hand is in abhayamudra; three 
devotees, two of them are women ; right arm of the 
main figure is broken.

Mahaprajapati, Maya’s sister on left, supports Maya 
Devi ; further on the left is a female figure with a 
flask, other male and female devotees are in two 
superimposed rows on hilt and right, on right proper 
in upper row are a drum, a harp and a Deva with 
an instrument.

41. Fragment ; a building showing in the centre a Bodhi¬ 

sattva seated on a throne in lalitamna. The hand 
is bent to the right, the right elbow rests on the 
right leg, the arm is raised towards the head, 
touching the forehead with the forefinger. Worship¬ 
pers on either side are flanking the Bodhisattva with 
nnjalimudru. They are standing in the building by 
the side of ‘Corinthian’ pillars. Some of them are 
kneeling on either side of the lotus dome. Streamers 
above these latter figures flutter from the dome. 
Above them on three separate lotuses are: a 
crouching figure touching the lotus with his hands 
and on the main lotus in the centre a figure 
of Panchika type (preserved from abdomen down¬ 
wards only).

with lines incised indicating folds ; back of the. throne 
has round pillars.

Two lions support lotus on the throne ; pedestal has 
kneeling figure of prithvi in the centre. Inscription 
on slab and pedestal .

To his right is Tara seated in ardhaparyanka on a 
separate lotus (turned towards the main image) with 
a lotus flower. Her two main arms are crossed 
on chest, upper right is raised (palakuh hasla), 
upper left rests on club. Rocks are in low relief 
and monkeys are between the main image and the 
edge of the slab. Top missing from shoulder up¬ 
wards.

which issues a female figure. This is faced by a 
worshipper in protile with anjalimudra , (2) and (3) 
panels are similar, but broken on inner side.

dalu, second lower left noose, and in her right 
hands : first upper right akshamala, second upper 
right, vajra, third upper right arrow, first lower 
right varada, and second lower right fruit. Be¬ 
sides the usual ornaments the goddess wears chains 
passing in the way of ‘‘channavira” between and below 
the breasts and a pendant in the centre. 
Pedestal has from left to right : Devi in vajraparyanha 
whose right hand is with varada, left lotus with book;
